IGAINESVH.LE, Fla., July 14. 


EDITOBS BEPOBLICAS :—The weath- 


er has been quite warm here during 
lie pp-st week, said to be by many 
much irarmer than for a number of 
years at this time of year. The

Sweet" potatoes are

planted out now for the winter crop 
t>y every one, as they are used in all 
families and as feed for stock, and 
they can stay in the ground till 
wanted. Figs are now ripe and have 
oeen for several weeks. I tasted of 
ihem for tho first time yesterday and 
was very much disappointed 
in 


them, as they are quite insipid until 
the taste for them is acquired, but 
they ian be preserved or prepared as 
Foreign figs, and everybody says they 
are delicious. 
Cotton is looking 


well and ia now coming into full 
alootn, aud the fields look nicely with 
their bright yellow blossoms cover- 
ing the whole field. Planters say 
cotton is unusually good this year. 
[ ha vo seen some as high as my head, 
or nearly so. The variety raised 
aero is tho long staplo, or Sea Island, 
[t produces much more and is worth 
moro per ponnd. Orange trees are 
looking very tine now, the growth 
Eor July being nearly out, and the 
bright green leaves look like new 
foliuge alongside tho darker green of 
thot e of May and June, as yon will 
remember I wrote new leaves come 
out every month. The fruit begins 
to show nicely, as it is nearly two- 
thirds grown, and the limbs of tho 
trees where near full are bending 
do^vn with thogreon fruit. 


Gainesville is improving 
quite 


rapidly this summer, raoro so than 
any summer previously, and there is 
rooms for more houses, as it is al 
most impossible now to get n house 
whon wanted.

It was literally tilnek and blue from head te 
foot, there not being a poition of the re- 
mains that was not dislocated and bruised. 
Every rib was broken 
on one 
side 


and all but three on the other. A terrible 
wound on tbo head, made by some blunt 
Instrument, was alone sufficient to cause 
death. The room was lu frightful disorder, 
the broken furniture showing how desper- 
ate the struggle had been. Hyland lay on 
the bed in a drunken stupor. When 
awakened by tho officers he denied all 
knowledge oHiow bis wife came to her 
death, although he admitted they had quar- 
reled the night before. The excitement of 
the neighbors over tho affair is intense, and 
if Ilyland were not closely guarded there to 
danger that summary justice would ha 
meted out to him.

THE DKLUGE. 


A Fearful Electrical Disturrmnce and the 


Heaviest Bain Known for Years. 


The storm king was on the rampage 


again in this and other sections of the 
state for several hours on yesterday after- 
noon, and for a time it seemed as if B 
Missouri cyclone was to visit us in all its 
terrific destructive force. But though 
tho heavens were darkened with thick 
ominous clouds, the rain fell in torrents 
for over an hour, tho artillery of heaven 
thundered and roared, the forked light- 
ning flashed with fearful rapidity, and the 
wind blew like a hurricane, no serious 
damage was dona in or near the eity, ex- 
cept to a few trees. So terrific was the 
storm that there was general alarm 
among the people in tho city, who felt 
unspeakably thankful when it was ob- 
served that the worst of the blow had 
passed over and beyond the town. 


The oldest inhabitant remembers not 


such a heavy fall of rain, though he has 
seen many wet spells. Gutters were over- 
flowed and the streets were rivers of water 
for nearly an hour. Empty dish pans 
and tubs left out were filled to overflow- 
ing in an incredibly short period, and the 
wind was so strong that it seemed that all 
the shade trees in the city would be 
snapped in twain, but only a few maples 
foil before the blast that for a time was 
in a fickle and changing mood. It was 
Si in the shade at 3 o'clock, but the rain 
changed the temperature so suddenly 
that it was below 60 in two hours. 


Bound about Warrensburg and Bears- 


dale the storm was specially furious.— 
Samuel Troutman, living near the latter 
place, had a valuable cow, said to be 
worth $150, killed by lightning. At War- 
rensburg the new Church of God in course 
erection was damaged to a considerable 
extent One side of the frame was blown 
out and the rafters thrown down. 


Willis Johnson, in charge of the fair 


grounds, reports many washouts on the 
grounds, and some damage to the trees. 
The amphitheatre, which bos been in bad 
condition for several years, is now in 
worae shape than ever. The wind made 
it tremble and crack, and the flow of 
water back of the booths washed away 
the earth, leaving many of the supports 
without foundations. 


Lightning struck the telephone wire 


connecting Warrensburg and Harristown, 
destroying a long string of wire and three 
[roles. A farmer who witaessed the ter- 
rific electric display, says the bolt seemed 
of enormous size, "as big as a house," 
looking like a huge ball ot fire, and after 
it struck the ground a great volume of 
smoke arose. 


DAMAGE TO CHOPS. 


The wind and rain were most damaging 


to the crops. From various parts of the 
county come the same doleful story—oats 
down, corn washed our, grass flattened, 
trees twisted and torn, and wheat in 
shock completely soaked. 


Joseph Austin, who lives seven miles 


southwest of Decatur, says he neyer saw 
such a storm, and though no property 
was destroyed between his home and the 
city, he noticed that all 
along the 


route wheat, oats and corn are badly 
damaged. 


John McGuire, of Harristown, reports 


that the storm was very violent in the 
western part of the county, and that tho 
crops have suffered more from this visita- 
tion than from any other cause thin sum- 
mer. 


Keports from the northwest" and from 


the southern part of tho county are to the 
same effect 


The etorni gave tho northeastern part 


of the couuty a littlo dose of dampness, 
but comparatively little rain fell. Paul 
Noble, of Whitmore, living seven miles 
northeast, says no damage is apparent in 
bis neighborhood, nud that there was no 
wind to speak of. 


Sheriff Foster was in the neighorhood 


of Cerro Gordo during the storm. It 
raged furiously in that section and hail 
fall in great abnudnocc. No damage ex- 
cept to-crops. 


Henry Ferrell, who lives in Bearadale, 


says the whirling wind and rain ot lost 
evening did great damage to the oats, 
twisting it badly and boating it to the 
ground. 


Goo. W. Shivoly, of Wheatland town- 


ship, describes the storm as the most fear- 
ful he ever witnessed, and says corn on 
his place, where the wind blew the hard- 
est, was broken off and flattened, while 
wdeat not cut and oats are down. 


East ot Decatur the storm was accom- 


panied by hail, some ot which were as 
large as hen's eggs. Considerable dam- 
age to oats and corn is reported between 
Decatur and Beraent. Dr. W. J. Chen- 
owoth, who got home lost night on a 
freight train at 12 o'clock, spent the after- 
noon a few miles north ot Bement in 
Company with Dr. Vance. They were 
called to a farmer's home to visit a pa- 
tient and returning to Bement they were 
caught in the storm and took refuge in a 
barn. Dr. Chenoweth says he never wit- 
nessed a grander sight. When the hail 
fell bethought the lumps were twicens 
large as they proved to be, nud in the 
excitement of the moment be rail out and 
picked up one of the stones, v, bile others 
were falling thick and fast about him. 
He ran to shelter as quickly us possible, 
fearful that one or more of the missiles 
would strike him and produce concussion 
i f the brain.

Purchase of a Lot for «65O on Bast Norm 


Street. 


The stockholders of the Decatur Cream- 


ery Company have decided anon a per- 
manent location for the creamery build- 
ings and appliances, which will eostabont 
85,000. They have selected as a site for 
the buildings a lot with a froutage of 80 
feet nnd 187K deep on the southeast cor- 
ner of East North and Illinois street, in 
the fifth ward, through one corner of 
which a branch runs, which will afford 
satisfactory drainage. The lot was pur- 
chased of Charles H. Olson, for $650, and 
was bought by John A. Brown, one of the 
creamery stockholders, who will hold it 
for the company. The buildings will 
front on Illinois street, and can be ap- 
proached from three sides. Mr. Brown 
for the company has notified the Osceola, 
Iowa, company that the lot has been se- 
cured, and they will come here and put 
up the buildings without further delay. 
Tho company mode a sensible move in 
locating the creamery in the eity and near 
the railway depots. Farmers who come 
to town to make purchases, and desiring 
to visit the creamery on business, can do 
so without being put to any inconvenience 
and the company will save time in the 
shipment of butter and receiving cream 
by express from different points in the 
country. The creamery is a fixed fact 
and will be in successful operation before 
snow begins to fly. 


Yet a Little While. 


In conversation with C. O. Ebel & Co., 


who are taking the measurements ot the 
streets for the purpose of making a map 
and properly numbering the houses, we 
learn that the work is nearly finished. It 
would have been completed several weeks 
ago had the council not ordered the gen- 
tlemen to make a map. The work when 
finished will be submitted to the commit- 
tee, who will report to the council. If 
acceptable the council will report to 
Postmaster Lytle, who will notify the 
department at Washington that the 
houses and streets are properly numbered 
and marked, and then it will be but a 
short time until the free delivery system 
of mail is given to Decatur. It is not 
likely that the system will be in opera- 
tion until about October 1st.

Summer Diarrhea.

In view of tho recent continued warm 
weather, and the approach of the 
season which is usually the hottesl 
in the year, tho subject of summer 
diarrhea claims attention. In infants 
especially it is a matter of much in 
torost and importance alike to th< 
sanitarian and to the practitioner 
There is no question as to two points 
1. Its association with a milk diet 
2. Its occurrence almost invariably 
in hot summer weather. It is the 
greater difficulty of digestion, nnc 
tho uncertain composition, in towns 
of cow's milk, when used as a sub 
stitnto for the breast milk, which has 
given an impetus to the practice o: 
artificial feeding. 
But those are 


snroly avoidable evils. Dilution with 
an equal, or rather greater, quantity 
of pure water, is usually found a 
sufficient remedy for the former with 
out tho elimination of gaseous 01 
other ingredients, and care in the 
selection of a dairy should render 
the composition uniform. 
Let the 


milk used bo carefully kept in a coo 
place, and obtained fresh as often as 
possible in a day, and, above all, le 
cleanliness bo the first consideration 
in regard to all bottles so used in ite 
administration. 
Medicinal agents 


which aim at promoting digestion oi 
milk, and those we may regard as the 
most important, are perhaps equally 
useful, whatever bo the fault ussumec 
to exist in the milk.
